Senate Takes up 
Charter; Passage 
Likely This Week 

■ WASHINGTON. July 23 (U,R)— The stnate todny opened 
debate on ifie United Nations charter with leaders confident- 
ly expecting overwhelming- ratification by tho end of the 
week. 

Chairman Tom Connally. D., Tex., of the tienatc foreign re- 
Ifttionii committee, a delegjite to tho San Francisco meeting 
■of 50 United Nationa which drafted the charter, opened 
tho debate. 

He offered the charter as "a new step and advance in inter- 
national relations in getting govcrnnienta together.'' 

Under tho charter, the Uni- 
ted States will join with other 
peace-loving nations in an In- 
ternationa! organization seek- 
ing to prevent future aggres- 
sion and preserve the peace, 
with force if nece-sKary.

The Chinese 
also overran the road town of Liang- 
fcng, 15 miles souUi of Kwellin In a 
drive that threatened lo cut off Jop- 
anese forces deployed to the souih 
American Mustang fighters lun- 
ported Uio altocki. 

Palshou. onco an Important Jap- 
anese stronghold 25 miles west of 
Kwellln. and the highway town of 
Ining, 11 miles west -north west of 
tho city, were among the places re- 
ported captured. 

The high command said Chinese 
movlns north along a subsidiary 
highway Irom Liuchow to Kwellln 
were approaching Yangsa, described 
as another former base of the U. S 
Htli air force. 11 lies 45 miles south 
ot Kwellln. The Chinese advances 
nlready have overrun th American, 

On the China coast, Chlntio 
troops following Japanese unlla 
hcodlnn from Amoy to Swatow have 
rcoched the border of Fuklen and 
Kwontuns provinces.

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' POSTWAR AIR PREPAREDNESS 

A committee or the National PlannlnR as- 
i KOclallon has l.ssiied n clear and thoughtful 
Interim report on recommended national 
pDllcles for the reconversion and postwar de- 
velopment ot the nfrcrnlt Industry— policies 
which, It mlRhC be added, are conspicuously 
lacking nt present. 
The report exprcMcs concern over this 
' lack, and recommends that IcRlslatl 

enacted to enable tills country to maintain 
I an alert, modern and adequate postwar de- 
; fcnse. As things stand now, military aircraft 
I production will end with the end of hostili- 
ties, according to provisions ol the war mo- 
bilization and reconversion act. 

"On V-day," says the report, "we undoubt- 
edly shall have the world's biggest and most 
modern air force, but it will be largely obso- 
lete with respect not only to the most recent 
developments in conventional alrcjalt types, 
but also to developments In Jet "propulsion 
and other radical changes. 

"The temptation to rely on the size and 
quality of our existing air forces, neglecting 
the means by which they were produced and 
by which alone their continued development 
can bo assured, will bo ercat In the Inevitable 
period ot letdown following the end of hos- 
tilities." 

Speaking of the aircraft program now 
scheduled to end with V-J day, the report 
states; "If this continues to be our national 
policy, there will be complete Interruption of 
military procurement for an unpredictable 
length of time. The effect of this policy on air- 
craft manufacturing companies will be that 
few. If any, could keep their vital research, 
engineering, labor and management skills to- 
fiether." 

The committee, of course, leaves determin- 
ation of the size of our postwar air force to 
congrcsa, whoso declilons will In turn rest 
on the success and requirements of the world 
security organization. But, Insisting that we 
shall need an air force. It suggests that a 
useful life of military aircraft bo estimated 
at four years, and that there be an annual 
25 per cent replacement with new, superior 
planes In an air force of constant size. 

It recommends further that the research 
program not be confined to the building of a 
few prototypes, but that It be combined with 
Industrial activity. Including exhaustive tests 
and the solution ot production problems. 

The report warns that there might not be 
another chance to get a "running start" on 
production by filling foreign orders, as hap- 
pened In this war. It urges that wc maintain 
an industrial nucleus capable of rapid ex- 
pansion. 

All this Is sound thinking, not aword rat- 
tling. We shall certainly need an air force 
in the new league to keep the peace. Wo 
should have the best. So far congress has 
done nothing about bringing that Into being. 
We cannot afford to let our military aircraft 
production halt and die, as It did after 1918. 
and still contribute adequately to national 
and world defense.

WAR AND THE BRITISH ELECTION 

People of the United States naturally are 
Interested Intensely Id the results, scheduled 
to be announced July 29, ot tho recent British 
election. Americans understandlngly may be 
Inclined to wonder whether the results may 
affect Britain's participation In the war In 
tho Pacific. 

To express one opinion, we do not believe 
that the election, regardless of the outcome, 
will have the slightest effect. We don't be- 
lieve there Is any more possibility that the 
BrltLh win become luggard until Japan Is 
llnlshed than there was that Uncle Sam 
might have dropped out ot the war U Gov- 
ernor Dewey had been elected President last 
November. 

This conlldence Is Justified, In the first 
place, because the British are an honorable 
people. They could not, with honor, quit the 
struggle until the last shot Is fired. In the 
second place, they have too many ceirish 
Interests in the Pocltlc to drop out ot the war 
before Japan Is beaten. To adopt any other 
course of action would finish Great Britain 
as a Pacific power. 

Consequently, people of this nation need 
bave no cause to worry about the Brltlah elec- 
tion results. Regardless of whom the elcctloa 
winner may be, BriUln stUI wUl be doing 
everything In Its power to Insure that the 
Japs will bo the unconditional losers.
